No. 13-52/81-FE.1L—The Preinvestment Survey of Forest 
Resources Organisation under the Ministry of Agriculture & 
1 n idation was started during 1965 as a UNDP/Government of 
India Project. After termination of UNDP assistance in 1968, 
this organisation continued as a Government of India Project 
in various live year plan periods upto May, 1981. On the 
recommendations of National Commission on Agriculture in 
1976, the Government of India has created Forest Survey of 
India w.e.f. 1-6-1981. The scope of Preinvestment Survey of 
Forest Resources was to investigate and report on supply of 
raw material for establishing and expanding wood based indus¬ 
tries within a few selected areas of India, 

2. The Government of India, Ministry of Agriculture has 
sanctioned the conversion of Prcinvestmeut Survey of Forest 
Resources into Forest Survey of India w.e.f, 1st June, 1981 
vide their letter No. 6-33/79-FE.IT, dated 29th April, 1981. 
The obejetives of FS1 will be as under — 

to monitor periodically (on It) year cycle) the changing 
situation of land and forest resources and present the 
data to focus attention of critical aspects for rational 
planning as conservation and management of environ¬ 
mental reserves like biosphere reserves, national parks and 
sanctuaries, utilisation of forest resources in cottage, small, 
medium and large scale industries and in formulation and 
implementation of social forestry projects. 

3. While discussing the EFC Memo, for Forest Survey 
of Tndia, the Secretary (A&C) had agreed that Botani¬ 
cal Survey of India. Geological Survey of India, Soil Conser¬ 
vation Organisation, Remote Sensing and Photo-interpretation 
Institute will be associated at the time of finalisation Of the 
annual working plan of Forest Survey pf India. On the basis 
of this observation, it has now been decided to have a Central 
Coordination Committee for newly created Forest Survey of 
Tndia as well as a Tonal Committee for each zone for over¬ 
all planning, direction and coordination of work of the Forest 
Survey of Tndia.
